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QUAY A LEADER 
AND NO MISTAKE. 


HE HAS SURPRISED THE BOSSES. 


The Real Reason for His -Force 
Bill Action. 


FIRST AND LAST FOR QUAY. 


Delamater a Prominent Factor in 
the Fioht. 


WAsHINGTON, August 18.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor Quay will call up his resolution tomorrow 
or Wednesday, probably Wednesday, and the 
fight on it will be made in open senate. 

Quay would agree to no more caucuses. He 
wants to end the matter in a square, open fight 
and that is what will be done tomorrow. 

Quay will win. The fight will probably be, 

short and devoid of unusual excitement. Al- 
though Hoar and his blood-and-thunder com- 
rades would like tocut Mr. Quay’s political 
throat, they realize that they are the under 
dogs in the fight, and must cry enough. How- 
ever, Quay is to be magnanimous in his victory. 
He will not force Granny Hoar to craw] on 
his knees. He will give the Massachusetts 
howler an opportunity to save his political 
neck by accepting an amendment to the orig- 
inatresolution by which, after a day for ad- 
journment has been fixed, the force bill may 
be called up in order that Hoar and Spooner 
may have an opportunity to fire off their 
heavily loaded blunderbusses. 
' Then the bill is to go over to the next ses- 
gion for action. This, itis believed, will put 
an end to the force bill. It will go over until 
December. During the short session there is 
s0 much business in the shape of appropriation 
bills and other equally as important measures 
that it will be practically out of the question 
to pass such an infamous and partisian meas- 
ure as the force bill. 

By his action on this bill Senator Quay has 
become as prominent as a legislator as he is 
@ politician. The old republican senators 
realize that he is a force they will hereafter 
have to recognize. They have been accus- 
tomed to look upon him merely asashrewd and 
skillful politician, itis true, but he has been 
s0 modest and unassumming as a senator that 
the old men of his party never dreamed of him 
as acontestant for leadership. They were an- 
gry and made show of fight, but realizing that 
the new blood of the senate has come to the 
front, they cannot do otherwise now than 
quietly submit. 

Quay has displayed qualities of leadership 
that has even surprised his friends. He de- 
clares that now is no time for the passage of 
more partisan measures. He insists that bus- 
iness matters be attended to first. He de- 
clares that the tariff billis of vastly more im- 
portance than the force bill from a party 
point of view as for the welfare of the whole 
country. Again he says that the passage of 
such a partisan measure as the force bill at 
this time, when the solid south is} disintegrat- 
ing, not only under the influence of the 
alliance movement, but from the investment 
of northern capitalin the south and the im- 
migration of northern men to the southern 
states, would be suicidal. 

Reed's Wild Threats. 

Reed and the republican house leaders are 
blowing loudly and making wild threats. The 
latest is that if the senate refuses to pass the 
force bill, no tariff bill shall become a law at 
this session. Reed ig quoted as having said 
that the house shall ie adopt the confer- 
ence report on the tariff bill until the senate 
has agreed to pass the force bill, and this 
threat he is making Jto cause Quay’s defeat. 


- Quay, however, knows Reed cannot afford to 


carry out such a threat and simply laughs at 
it. Again, Reed’s attempt to bulldoze the 
senate has simply stiffened the backbones of 
the ‘‘traitors’’—as he is disposed to call them 


_-—and what have heretofore been petty jeal- 


ousies have broadened into open strife, and 
there are two factions in the republican party 
Warring bitterly. 

Harrison and the administration are fight- 
ing for the force bill. 

Harrisowhas had many of the “‘traitors’’ at 
the white house, and has administered mild 
rebukes and attempted persuasion to get them 
into line; but the administration is cutting no 
figure in the fight. Harrison’s statements do 
not even receive thoughtful consideration. 
Quay is indeed on top. Wednesday he will be 
crowned with victory. 

Quay’s Real Object. 

But it must be stated that Quay has not made 
this move on account of any particular friend- 
liness towards the south. Quay would not ob- 
ject to federal bayonets being pierced through 
the body of every democratic voter in the 
south. His game has been played for Mr. 
Quay’s own persona: and political benefit. 

The republican manufacturers of Pennsyl- 
wania feared, with the force bill pending, the 
tariff bill would be delayed or not passed at all. 
Quay has acted for them. His object is to 
have the tariff bill become a law, to have it 
passed at once. In return he is to get all the 
money necessary to elect his man, Delameter, 
governor of Pennsylvania... Again, he expects 
it to place himself in the way of presidential 
lightning for ’92, or at least to bring him to the 
front in the senate as a statesman and leader, 
@5 well as a politician. 

Whatever be Quay’s motives, he has saved 
the south from a career of turmoil, strife and 
bloodshed.

Mr, Cooper, of Indiana, author of the resolu- 
tion upon which the investigation was or- 
dered, has been urged upon the speaker to. fill 
the vacancy, but the speaker does not think 
proper to appoint the member who brought 
the charges against the commissioner to a 
place where he would be expected to sit in 
judgment.

From San 
Francisco, at eastern points, 200,000 ounces at 
1.1975 ; 50,000 at 1.195; 400,000 at 1.185. The price of 
sliver in London today was 54 pence, the highest 
point reached since April, 1878.

Webb replied as follows: 

“Gentlemen, I shall read your communica- 
tion carefully, and reply to it just as soon as 
I have finished reading. I shall probably 
have my answer ready by 1 o'clock, after 
which I shall forward it to you.’’ 

Messrs. Hollangdgjnd Wright bade Mr. Webb 
goodday and left oftice. There is no mate- 
rial change today in the affairs of the Central 
road. Both passenger and freight trains are 
being dispatched as usual.

THE TILLMAN CAMPAIGN, 


Chairman M urphy Tells How His Men 
Will Work. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., August 18.—[Special.]— 
The Tillmanites today developed their future 
campaign plans. 

Chairman Murphy said that they would or- 
faviize ward clubs in each ward, where they 
can get twenty-five men under the new Till- 
man constitution, and send their own delega- 
tion to the Columbia convention. 

“We are,” he said, “going in to win all we 
can get.’’ 

The “‘regular’’ democratic convention, which 
meets Wednesday, will also nominate delegates 
to the September convention, so that Charles- 
ton will probably send two delegations. 

The First District Muddle, 

Cotumsi1a, 8. C., August 18.—[Special.]—A 
caucus of the Tillmanite delegates to the first 
congressional district convention was held 
here today. 

This convention will nominate W. H. Braw- 
ley, of Charleston, as Charleston has more del- 
egates than all the rest of the district com- 
bined. Brawley is looked upon as an anti-Till- 
manite, and today it was decided that the Till- 
manites would probably bolt and nominate a 
Tillman man. 

If they go to the polls, Brawley will be de- 
feated. They say that the straight-outs set 
the example in the recent convention by not 
recognizing the majority. 


THE RICHMOND CONGRESSMAN, 


He Will Be Named by The Convention 
Today. 

RIcHMOND, Va., August 18.—[Special.]— 
The democratic candidate for congress from 
this district will be nominated tomorrow. 

The convention, which will consist of twelve 
delegates, will be held in the Ballard house 
and will be called to order at noon by the dis- 
trict chairman, B. O. James. 

Goochland county elected her five delegates 
today completing the list. They are instructed 
for Wise, who claims to have more than 
enough votes pledged to nominate him on the 
first ballot. Messrs. Ellett and Cardwell are 
confident, on the other hand, that the ex-con- 
gressman overestimates his strength and both 
of them are hopeful. They think Wise will 
lose strength if not nominated on the first or 
second ballot. 


HARD TIMES IN GUATEMALA. 


Citizens Compelled to Join the Army or Be 
Shot to Death. 


San FRANcIscO, August 18.—-A recent Cen- 
tral American mail brought letters from 
George W. Coot, formerly a well known phy- 
sician of this city, who has been in Guatemala 
during the past year. He says a proclamation 
has been issued that all who were not ready 
for military duty would be shot. The Ameri- 
cans at Guatemala City are safe, for they re- 
ceived the protection of the legation. Every 
servant, even those on coffee plantations, has 
been drafted in the war, and there are not 
enough left to supply food. Provisions bring 
enormous prices. Business is at a standstill, 
and the city is under martial law. Twent 
Americans and as many Germans and Frenc 
offered their services to Barrillas, but they 
were refused. About 25,000 soldiers have 
already Jeft the city for the frontier. Men are 
attracted to public entertainments, and are 
then seized by the police and drafted in the 
army. 


Smalipox in ;Mexico. ‘ 

San AnTOoNIO, Tex., August 18.—[Special.] 
Dr. J. H. Hamilton, United States consular 
agent at Guerrero, Mexico, has written a letter 
to a friend here giving an account of the ap- 
palling prevalence of smallpoxin that town. 

The disease is of the most malignant nature 
and there have been hundreds of deaths. 

The epidemic is spreading rapidly, and fears 
are entertained that Texas towns along the 
border will soon be suffering from the ravages 
of the disease. Noaction whatever has yet 
been taken towards establishing a quarantine.

MR. POWDERLY TO MR. WEBB. 

Mr. Powderly states the position of the men, 
in this reply, in these words: 

If Tam correctly informed, old and faithful pm- 
ployes of the New York Central and Hudson Hiver 
railroad have been summarily dismissed fron#the 
service of the company because they were m- 
bers of and active in the Knights of Labor. It is 
represented to me that  ¢ to the time of their dlis- 
charge they were faithful to the interest of; the 
company, and that not one mark of disctedit 
stands against the industrial record of ang of 


those who were discharged prior to August 879590. 


That, in brief, is the statement of the men.” The 


frequency of dismissals left but little room for | 


doubt in the minds of the men that they were all 
in danger of discharge at a moment’s notice, and 
hence the strike. 

The whole question hinges upon the discharge 
of Knights of Labor because they are such. If it 
can be shown that these men were working an 
injury to their emplorers, right-minded men will 
Say that they were treated as they ceserved. If 
they were discharged for cause the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad has everything 
to gain and nothing to lose from.an investiga- 
tion. If they deserved dismissal from the service 
of the company, none of us will ask for their rein- 
statement. If, however, they were displaced be- 
cause of their connection with the Knights of 
Labor, it should be known, for if it is to be the 
polisy of the New York Central and Hudson River 

tailroad Conrpany that no Knights of Labor are 

to be employed, then a statement to that effect 
will clear up-all douhts and there can be no future 
misunderstanding. There will be nothing then to 
arbitrate so long as you hold to that opinion. 

Mr. Powderly coneluded by saying the men 
are willing to submit their cases to arbitration 
and asks Mr. Webb’s consent to the same.

LEE’S CIPHER DISPATCH. 
3UFFALO, N. Y., August 18.—The great 
strike in Buffalo remains unchanged today. 
Switchmen are still firm and not a freight 
train is moving. Passenger trains are running 
on time and no disturbance is anticipated. 

“We are going to fight it out if it takes all 
the summer,’’ remarked one of the switchmen. 
‘If Burrows had received us courtegusly the 
other day when we asked for an interview the 
situation might have been different; but, sir, 
we have been treated like dogs. The time is 
past when you can drive American citizens.”’

| THROUGH FOR THE SUMMER. 


Queen’s Speech. 
~ Lonpon, August 18.—Parliament has been 
/Prorogued. The queen’s spsech. to the two 
houses was as follows: 


My Lords and Gentlemen: My relations with al 
ewig bg powers continue pacific. Friendly atten- 
tion has been called to the inconveniences which 
ge arise from a possible conflict over territo- 
riai claims in the newly occupied regions in 
Africa, and I have, therefore, entered into nego- 
tiations with the powers ‘principally concerned, 
for the pornos of defining the boundaries within 
which the action of the respectivetgovernments 
Shall be confined. An arrangement with Ger- 
miny, which closes the most difficult of these 
questions,has been completed and laid before you, 
and in order to give effect to it you have sanc- 
tioned the special statute for the cession of 
Heligoland. 

An arrangement has also been entered into with 
France, separating the territory adjacent to the 
southern frontier ot Algeria From the territory 
under the influence of the Nigercompany. An 
agreement. delimiting other territories in Africa 
is under discussion with Portugal. I have agreed 
‘with France that the British protectorate over 
Zanzibar and the French protectorate 
over Madagascar shail be mutually recOgnized. 

THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 

I have ‘offered the president of the United 
States to submit to arbitration the differences 
over the Behring sea fisheries, The conference on 
the slave trade, which was assembled at my sug- 
gestion, by King Leopold, has brought its deliber- 
tions to a close, and the final act has received the 
adhesion of all the powers represented except 
Holland. I earnestly hope thatthe resolutions of 
the conference “may lead§to results worthy of 
bm high and benevolent purposes that inspired 

em. 

Controversies have arisen between my subjects 
in New Foundland and French fishermen respect- 
ing the true interpretation of the rights of 
France, by the treaty of Utrecht and subsequent 
engagements. The adjustment of these is occu- 
pying the anxious attention of my government 

I have gladly assented to an act for conferring 
upon western Australia institutions similar to 
those which have worked with remarkable success 
in other Australian colonies. 

I have learned with satisfaction that a conven- 
tion has been ratified by the bundesrath, which 
will, I think, terminate the difficulties that have 
existed resvecting Switzerland. 

REDUCING PUBLIC BURDENS. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: I thank 
you for the provision you have made for the re- 
quirements of the state. It is a matter of much 
Satisfaction to me that you have been able to 
. make substantial progress in the task of reducing 
public burdens. 

My Lords and Gentlemen: Iam rejoiced to ob- 
serve the effective steps taken by ger to promote 
primary and intermediate technical education. I 
trust the measures passed for an extensive recon- 
struction of the army will secure the health and 
increase the cfticiency of my soldiers. 

Lam glad that you have been able to materially 
improve the position of the police force, on whose 
— services increasing demands are being 
made. 

The policy you have adopted of giving uniformity 
and increased vigor to precautions against con- 
tagious diseases among cattle will have a salutary 
influence upon very important interests. 

The amendments you have made in the system 
of winding up companies under the law of limited 
liability will be of advantage to commerce, and 
youracts regarding the allotments of houses to 
the working classes will contribute largely to the 
well being of the laboring portion of my people, 


MEETING OF THE RULERS. 


Emperor William Arrives in Russia—The 
“sg Meeting With the Czar. 

Sr. Peterspure, August 18.—When the 
emperor of Germany arrived at Narva last 
evening he was arrayed inthe uniform of the 
Viborg regiment and wore the decoration of 
the Russian order of St. Andrew. The czar 
was in the uniform of the Alexander regiment, 
and on his breast was a decoration of the Ger- 
man orderof the Black Eagle. The czarowitch, 
General! von Schouvaloff, Russian ambassador 
to Germany, and a number of other prominent 
personages accompanied the czar and received 
his majesty atthe railway station. After the 
members of the czar’s and emperor’s suites 
had been presented to each other, the czar and 
emperor were driven to Polowtseff villa, where 
the czarina extended a hearty welcome to the 
imperial guest. A large crowd _ lined the route 
from the station bya cheered the czarand em- 
peror and ChanceTior von Caprivi. 


TENNESSEE MOONSHINE. 


A Tough Gang of Distillers Caught by a 
Deputy Collector. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 18--[Special.]J— 
General Deputy Collector Joe Spurrier has 
just returned from a raid into the Pearidge 
district in Clay county, Tennessee, near the 
Kentucky state line. 

This section of the country has long been 
notorious for the desperate character of the 
moonshiners that inhabit it. Several revenue 
men have been killed up there, and until the 
past year or so there were a large number of 
stills in operation. Several months agoa large 
party of Kentucky and Tennessee officers made 
a raid in which jeight stills were destroyed. 
Since that time M*’. Spurrier has made several 
trips into the section and destroyed several 
stills. ; 

Some weeks ago he received a message that 
a still wasin eperation at this same place; that 
it was guarded by sight men armed with shot- 
guns, and that they wanted Mr. Spurrier to 
visit them just one time more. 

Mr. Spurrier accepted the invitation, and a 
few days ago called upon the gentlemen. He 
found the still idle, and cutitup. The moon- 
shiners had not anticipated his coming and 
fortunately were not ready forhim. Asseveral 
of them were wanted on old charges of illicit 
distilling, Mr. Spurrier surprised them at their 
homes and arrested them with the assistance 
of three deputies. 

Four of the men, John Watson, Bill Watson, 
John Thompson and John Davis, are des- 
perate characters, fand doubtless would have 
assassinated Mr. Spurrier had they had any 
idea of his intended visit. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York. August 18.—Futures opened at a 
decline of thirteen points on August,nine points 
on September ; other months three points decline, 
closing steady at a decline of twelve points on 
August, eleven points on September and three to 
four points on other months.

[S WILLING. 


AN INTERESTING TALK WITH HIM. 


He Will Take Pleasure in Bearing 
Democracy's Standard 


IF THE SEVENTH SAYS 10 DO 90. 


He Is Against the Subtreasury Bil 
and Tells Why. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., August 18.—[Special.] 
It now seems certain that Dr. -W. H. 
Felton will be in the race for congress 
in’ the seventh district. I have taiked 
with him and.his talk has that sound. I 
have also talked with several citizens of 
Cartersville during the few moments that 
I-remained in town and tney talked the 
same way. One of the first I met was 
Colonel T. W. H. Harris, a prominent 
lawyer of this place. He was red hot for 
@ convention. 

“During the last hour,’’ said he, ‘‘the 
people here have: been talking of getting 
up a petition to call a county convention 
for next Saturday, to select delegates to 
attend the congressional convention at 
Rome on September 3d. This will prob- 
ably be done tomorrow, and I hope every 
county in the district will do the same, I 
am: told that Judge Barbour says he will 
bet $1,000 that Felton will carry Polk 
over Everett.”’ 

After this I lost no time in getting over 
the three miles between Cartersville and 
Dr. Felton’s farm. 

Twilight was beginning to come on. The 
clear azure was deepening to ultramarine blue, 
the stray feathery shreds of cloud were all 
gilded and shot with gold till the sky ap- 
peared full of Jason’s golden fleece, and 
deep in the west appeared a spot of gold, 
throwing up its molten splendor in the 
place where the sun had set. 
Above and about were no_ sound 
and the hush of evening was not broken. even 
by the thrumming of a crickett. 

It was on such an evening,in this same 
peaceful place, that the old, white-headed 
man who lives here outlined to me two years 
ago his policy for the next term in the legisla- 
ture—a policy that was carried out to the letter 
in the lease of the Western and Atlantic read. 
At that time he set figures which seemed im- 
possible to attain, but today they are accom- 
plished facts. 

Now he blazes out apolicy upon a broader 
field, and in this same place and with thesame 
serene composure as before, he blazes out his 
path where younger men have not dared to 
tread. 

Some Interesting Letters. 

The first person I saw was Mrs. Felton, sit- 
ting on the porch reading the evening mail, 
which lay ina pile on the tloor before her. 
The papers were scattered around and she was. 
going through the letters. ‘I will take them 
at a venture,’’ said she, and she began tearing 
open the envelopes. 

‘Here is one from Lithia Springs about the 
line of Cobb and Douglas counties, where they 
want the doctor to come and make a speech,”’ 
she continued. ‘‘Hereisa letter from Trion 
factory asking the doctor to run for congress, 
and here is another from Dirt Town, another 
from Sugar Valley. Hereis one from Haral- 
son, written by a gentleman who says he al- 
ways worked against the doctor, but now 
wants a chance to vote for him, and he thinks 
Haralson, Polk and Paulding would 
all go for him. Here is a petition from Cedar- 
town signed by a long list of prominent citi- 
zens, including Jule Peek, who is probably thee 
largest farmerin Polk county. It has been 
coming the same way every day for the last 
two weeks—piles of letters and petitions ask- 
ing the doctor to make the race for congress.’’ 

About this time Dr. Felton came in through 
the back door, in his shirt sleeves and wearing 
a straw hat. He had come in from work and- 
appeared younger, fresher and lustier than I 
had seen him in a long time. 

The Doctor Talks. 

After a half-hour’s talk we got down toffour 
knitting, and the following interview ensued: 

When asked whether he would run for con- 
gress Dr. Felton replied as follows: : 

“T have frequently said that I was not a 
candidate and did not expect to be one. Mr. 
Clements and Mr. Everett were then in the 
field and after the retirement of Mr. Clements 
I have made the same statement. I have also 
frequently said that under no circumstances 
would I become an independent candidate for 
any office. I think the time has come when 


the people of Georgia and of the south should , 


be united if they can unite upon just and 
democratic principles. 

‘‘But I have also said, and now repeat, that 
if the true, straightout, unterrified democracy 
of the seventh congressional district should 
tender me the nomination for that office I 
will accept of it. Ifin the convention called 
for the first week in September, I shall be 
convinced that that convention represents the 
true democracy of this district and they select 
me as their standard bearer in the approaching 
race for congress, it will give me pleasure to 
serve them to the best of my ability. 

Opposed to the Subtreasury Plan. 

“Iam utterly opposed to the subtreasury 
scheme as announced in the St. Louis plat- 
form by the federation of the Farmers Alli- 
ance, the Knights of Labor and the Union 


League. 

“T am utterly opposed to ignoring any class 
in Georgia, or in the United States, politically, 
by another class. I believe that every indus- 
try and every community, incorporated cities 
and towns, railroads, manufacturers, mechan- 
ics and professional men, each and all, are 
equally entitled to legislative protection and 
encouragement as well as the farmer. 

A Farmer From Away Back. 

“T am a farmer, pure and simple, as all my 
fathers have been Georgia farmers for 120 
years. I have farmed here on the spot where. 
I sit for forty-three years. I am entirely de- 
pendent upon the products of my land for sup- 
port for myself and all whoare dependent upon 
me. Idonotsupplement my farming opera- 
tions with any other calling that brings me one 
@dllar. I live on my farm, I manage my farm, 
my associations are with country people and 
no man living is more thoroughly identified 
with the agriculture of the country than 


: demands of aie cont donethat all wil couse 


worked harder for the farmer’s interest than I." 
I have had quite a varied experience in legis- 
lation, state and federal, and I defy friend or 
foe to point to a single vote I ever gave that. 
antagonized the true interests of the most 
humble farmer in Georgia. 

“T was six years in congress, and if my 
career there had one singie distinguishing 
fedture it was persistent advocacy of an in- 
crease of the volume of the money of the 
country. By speech and by vote I stand 
recorded in favor of the’ remonetization of 
silver; by speech and by vote I stand recorded. 
as Opposed to the destruction of the greenback 
circulation of this country and in favor of fix- 
ing the amount of ~ greenbacks at 
the sum that was then in existence— 
about three hundred million dollars. By 
speech and by vote, I stand recorded in op- 
position to the rechartering of the national 
banks. One ofthe happiest days and one of 
the proudest hours of rejoicing in my congres- 
sional career was the re-establishment of the 
silver coin of this land. 

The Financial System. 

“Our present financial system only needs en- 
largement, expansion; and if we can get the 
free coinage of silver, which will give us from 
seventy-five to one hundred millions of dollars 
anuual increase ; also iff{we can get our present 
greenback circulation doubled—say to 
about six hundred million dollars ; 
also if we can -authorize our national banks to 
issue their circulation up to their bonded ‘col- 
lateral and diminish their reserves; and keep 
up our gold and silver certifigates, all legal 
tenders for every debt, public and private, and 
all interchangeable, cone for the other; gold 
silver, greenbacks, national bank currency, 
gold and silver certificates—in my judgment 
we have the wisest, the safest and the best 
financial system known to the nations of this 
earth. 

Federal Control of Railroads. 

“Iam opposed to federal control or owner- 
ship of railroads, telegraph and steamship 
lines. I am opposed to every system that con- 
verts the federal government into a paternal 
government. I believe, in all business mate 
ters, the citizen should be left free and un- 
trammeled by government authority, author 
ized and privileged to pursue his own interest 
and happiness in any field of human industry, 
andin any way he may select, provided it 
does not conflict with the interest or happiness 
of other men. ' 

“One of my principal objections to the sub. 
treasury scheme is this: The government 
owns no money except that which is paid te 
it by the taxpayers ofthis country. For the 
government to loan money at 1 per cent to the 
farmers or to any other class of people, is 
practically to give away the money that is 
wrenched by taxation from the pockets of its 
citizens to another class. 

“It proposes to pauperize by the most op- 
pressive system of taxation all the people of 
this country to protect rich men who own cot- 
ton bales, tobacco, wheat and corn. It is the 
most unjust discrimination that has ever been 
suggested to an intelligent people, and despote 
ism never devised a more outrageous system 
to rob and. plunder the multitude for the 
emolument of a class.”’ < 

The Scrapbook Unlimbered, 

While the doctor was thundering away on 
the subtreasury bill, Mrs. Felton sat down by 
the old-fashioned secretary and. opened wide 
the lower doors. There was the famous scrap- 


book—seventeen volumes of it, full of men’s — = 


records. The doctor’s record was there, too, 
and Mrs.. Felton had at her fingers’ ends every 
paragraph in every speech he ever delivered. 
It appeared that she had compiled a political 
and biographical cyclopedia of the age.

THE MURDERER FOUND AT LAST. 


Kun Down by the Shrewd Work of s 
Negro Detective. 

MontGomery, Ala., August 18.—[Special.} 
At the county convention of the democrats 
of Lowndes county in April last, E. G. Maull, 
one of the county’s most substantial farmers 
and merchants, was nominated for the leg- 
islature. 

About one month after his nomination, Mr. 
Maull was shot from ambush while on his way 
home from his day’s work on the farm, and 
was instantly killed. 

The murder was the most brutal that ever 
happened in the locality, but so well did the 
assassin cover his tracks that the perpetrators 
remained unknown until yesterday. 

Before Mr. Maull!’s death he went on the 
bond of anegro named John Melling, who 
was accused of some slight breach of the law. 
The understanding was that Melling should - 
work on his bondsman’s farm tntil the time 
for his trialin the circuit court. After Mr. 
Maull’s assassination, Melling’s actions were 
rather suspicious, and the custodians of the 
murdered man’s estates surrendered the pris- 
oner to the county authorities. 

Every effort possible was made to get Mell- 
ing to tell what he knew of Mr. Maull’s mur- 
der, but the negro protested that he knew 
nothing. The friends of the dead man sent 
to Philadelphia and employed a negro detective, 
who reached Lowndes county some time since 
and went to work on the case. He expressed 
confidence in the theory that Melling knew all 
about the murder, and following out that 
theory, the Philadelphia detective was ar- 
rested and lodged in the county jail in a cell 
adjoining that occupied by the suspected prig- 
oner. . 

Sometime after his confinement he became 
quite intimate with Melling, and little by lit- 
tle the latter began to confide in his fellow- 
prisoner,until yesterday when he told him the 


whole story. 

He had an accomplice in his crime—a negro 
Boy named Sam—who stole the gun with which 
the fatal shot was fired.

young FUNTER’S MURDERER SAVE 
‘3 BEHIND-THE BARS. 


—— 


Captured Near Madison Yesterday—He Is 
Hurried Off to Augusta for Safe Keep- 
ing—The News In Athens. 


Mapison, Ga., August 18.—[Special.]—E. 
M. Morrison, tho murderer of Henry Hunt, of 
Athens, was captured about one inile from 
this city this afternoon about 4 o’clock. 
Sheriff John Weir, of Athens, and Mr. G. P. 
Elder, of Oconee, made the arrest. 

This morning as Mr. A. S. N. Few was 
sitting in his store, which is situated on the 
Appalachee river, about nine miles from 
Madison, he notiecd’a small megro man walk 
across the long bridge spanning that stream. 
At the time he thought nothing of the negro, 
and he passed from his mind until about an 
hour later, when Mr. Few hoarded the Cov- 
ington and Macon train for Madison. 

On the train he read Tar CONSTITUTION’S 
description. of E. M. Morrison, and ‘the 
thought that he had seen the murderer this 
morning flashed across his brain. 

When the train rolled into Madison Mr. Few 
sought Chiefof Police Aycock and told him of 
what.he had seen. Chief Aycock went at 
once to Sheriff Weirand told him that the 
bird was near at hand, and the vigilant sheriff 
at once set his trap. 

Riding out toward Athens, the two men, 
Sheriff Weir and Mr. Elder,soon met the negro 
murderer. The sheriff called upon him to 
halt and ashe did so both men covered him 
With their pistols, He was handcuffed with- 
out any effortand brought to the city. 

The news of his capture spread over the city 
rapidly, and an excited crowd soon gathered 
around the sheriff and prisoner. 

I talked with the murderer. He readily ac- 
knowlodged having done the killing, He said 
Mr. Hunter drew his pistal on him and told 
him he was going to kiil him for having run 
his horse against one of the mules. The ne- 
gro said he was onhis way to Macon, from 
whence he intended geing to Memphis, his 
former home. 

The negro bears-a striking resemblance to 
the murderer, Brown Washington,. who was 
hung here in February. He has the same care- 
less, indifferent air which Brown exhibited, 
which doubtless emanates from a weak mind. 
When arrested, he had the same pistel stuck 
in his shirt bosom, with an empty cell from 
which sped the ball that sent poor Henry Hun- 
ter to eternity. 

Sheriff Weir and his prisoner took the 5 
o’clock Georgia fast train for Augusta, as he 
deemed it unsafe to carry Morrison to Athens. 

Henry Hunter, the young man who was 
killed, is known in Madison, whére he was 
very popular. He was with Messrs. Hopton & 
Bradeen, when they were grading on the Cov- 
ington and Macon railroad near this city, 

The Search From Athens. 

AtTuens, Ga., August 18.—[{Special.]—Last 
night Sheriff John W. Wier, of Clarke county, 
struck his trail and he and his posse kept an 
unceasing tramp through thicket and swamp 
all night. 

It was a thrilling sisaise, ag the intrepid pur- 
suers plunged through the swamp and mire, 
never relinquishing the hope that they would, 
in the end, secure the murderer and furnish 
the hangman’s noose another victim. They 
took their lives in their hands, for the maur- 
derer was armed to the teeth, and like a des- 
perate tiger brought to bay, was determined 
to kill rather than peacefully submit to arrest. 

The day dawned and still the pursuers went 
on, though the murderer was not to be seen. 
They had him on the run, however, and they 
knew they would catch him sooner or later. 
Their blood was up, and they determined -to 
The chasing 
crowd was heading towards Madison, and it 
was clear that the negro intended, if possible, 
to get to the main line of the Georgia road and 
strike out for Memphis. 

But he will never see Memphis again in this 
life. 

At least that is the way it looks now. This 
afternoon Sheriff Wier and Mr. Press Elder, 
of Bishop, went to Madison, leaving the pur- 
suing crowd in the rear. When they reached 
Maclison they secured a new team and started 
back. The story of the capture of Morrison is 
doubtless told in your Madison dispatches. 

When the news reaehad Athens excitement 
ran high. If it had been possible tocut offithe 
Georgia train before it passed Union Pointit 
would have been done. .However, a gteat 
many thought it a ruse of the sheriff to throw 
them off their guard and then slip him into 
Athens. Tonight an. immense crowd gathered 
at the Georgia depot when the train rolled in, 
but found no negro there. 

The excitement is cooling down, although 
several incendiary threats are reported to have 
been made by some blatant negroes. The 
murderer will be given his trial in Darnells- 
ville at the next term of the Madison court. 
He will doubtless be hung and his damnable 
crime will be avenged. 

FUNERAL OF MR. HUNTER. 

Young Hunter’s remains were laid to rest in 
Oconee cemetery today. The funeral was con- 
ducted by Rev. C. W. Lane and Rey. W. D. 
Anderson. A large concourse of friends fol- 
lowed the remains to tlir last resting place.

They Will Hold a Convention in Macon— 
Three States to be Represented, 

Macon, Ga., Augast 18.—[{Special.}— Secre-- 

tary C. J. Harden has issued the fellowing in- 


teresting notice: 

The lumber manufacturers of Florida are re- 
quested to meet with the Georgia Saw Mill Asso- 
ciation at Macon, Tuesday, October 20, 1890. Be- 
sides securing a closer unien of the lumber inter- 
ests of the two states, another and more pertinent 
question is to be handled. The Alabama mills 
will be represented at this mecting. The imspee- 
tion law now being prepared, will be discussed, 
— after making whatever changes the meeting 

deem proper, the bill will be introduced at 
on 1of the legislatures of Georgia, Florida and 
labama, and possibly other states. The terms of 
the proposed act will be entirely in the hands of 
the meeting to determine. It is safe to believe 
that whatever law the lumbermen agree upon will 
be favorably received by the several legislatures. 
To make the law effective it should be uniform in 
at least the three states named. 
Whatever olse may be embodied in the act, it is 
vided: a system of lumber oe fom will be pro- 
that mspection at mill or some other point 
within the jurisdiction of the state courts be .ab- 
solute; that delivery to the buyer be made 
either at the will or at some point in the 
state where the mill is locate The ob- 
jects of these provisions are easily understood. 
Transaétions in lumber may then consaum- 
mated within the jurisdiction of state courts. 
Under the present system of lumber delivery the 
seller is practically without redress, if he should 
fallinto the hands of an unreasonable anid dis- 
honest buyer. The milimen of Florida will be 
notified by postal card ten days before the meet- 
aa Their attendance fs urgently requested. 
educed ticket rates will probabiy be secured. 
However, in view of the importance of the meet- 
ing, it is hoped that the milimen will not be 
detained on account of the difference of a few 
collars in railroad fare.

Will Be Held at the Capitol This 
Morning. 


ALLIANCE EXCHANGE YESTERDAY. 


President Polk Talks About the 
Order. 


The third anriual convention of the State 
Alliance of Georgia will be calied to order this 
morning in the hall of representatives at the 
new capitol by President L. F. Livingston. 

Not less than 175 delegates will be present, 
representing nearly every county in the state. 

Every county is entitled to one delegate, and 
every county having more than 1,000 alliance- 
men is entitled to two delegates. 

In many respects it will be the most im- 
portant alliance meeting ever held in the 
state. The delegates are thoroughly repre- 
sentative men, and would bea credit to any 
state.- They are here for business. 

Hon. L. L. Polk, president of the Nationa! 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union, will 
be one of the most prominent figures in the 
convention. 

President C. W. Macune, chairman of the 
National executive committee, is also here. 

President L, F. Livingston, Hon. Martin V. 
Calvin, Hon. W. L. Peek, State Secretary R. 
L.. Burks, Hon. Felix Corput, Hon. W. A,

TO HANDLE THE NEXT COTTON CROP. 

One of them is a proposition of the State Al- 
liance exchange to handle the entire cotton 
grop of the coming season. 

It’s a gigantic undertaking, but the exchange 
directors believe that it can be done to success. 

“Our plans,’’ said Hon. W. L. Peek, presi- 
dent of the exchange, last night, ‘‘are not yet 
fuliy matured, but atthe meeting of the ex- 
change stockholders today we decided to 
make that proposition to the convention to- 
morrow. Wethink we will be able to hold it 
here, or to ship it direct to Liverpool.” 

ABOUT DIRECT TRADE. 

The matter of direct trade will come up 
prominently before the convention. 
bate will hinge on this resolutson, adopted 
unanimously at a meeting of the East Point 
suballiance, August 16, 1890: 

Resolved, That we respectfully request his ex- 
cellency, the governor of Georgia, to call a con- 
vention of the governors of the cotton states, to 
meetin Atiantaon the 10th day of September, 
proxims, to formulate a plan by which we can 
effect direct trade with Liverpool. 

Resolved, That each governor is respectfully 
requested to appoint six delegates from his state 
to accompany him and take part in said conven- 
tion. 

Reso'ved, That the State Alliance which is t6 
meet in Atlanta on the 19th instant, is hereby re- 
spectfully asked to give this matter its careful 
consideration, and to appoint ten delegates, one 
from each congressional district, to said conven- 
tion. And be it further 

Resolved, That each and every suballiance in 
Georgia is requested to endorse this resolution. 

THE COTTON-BAGGING FACTORY.

The annual meeting of the stockholders of

mitted, ope. the exchange to bein a very 
flourishing and promising condition. The 
financial status was eminently satisfactory, 
and the meeting was a perfectly harmonious 
one.

A Talk with President Polk. 

Hon. L. L. Polk, of North Carolina, presi- 
dent of the National Farmers’ Alliance and 
Industrial Union, the head of the greatest 
organization of its kind in the history of the 
world, is in Atlanta, and will be in attendance 
upon the convention today. 

“The National Farmers’ Alliance and In- 
dustrial Union,”’ said he, ‘‘was formed at the 
St. Louis convention last December 
when the ‘Northwestern Alliance,’ repre- 
senting nine of the northwestern states, joined 
the Farmers’ Alliance of the southern states, 
having agreed, through their delegates invited 
to that convention, upon terms of consolida- 
tion. 

‘There are now about 3,000,000 members of 
the order. Since that meeting in St. Louis, 
Coidrado has joined the alliance; so have 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois and Indiana. 

‘‘We are organizing now in Michigan, Ohio, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Oregon, Washington and 
California. 

“There are now twenty-eight states with 
perfected state organizations, and Pennsyl- 
vania will be added to the list Thursday. 

‘The order is strongest numerically in the 
south, but the order has not been so long 
established in the west and northwest. Ina 
recent tour of the Western States I found the 
people fully alive to the great questions 
involyed, and the order is growing very 
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EXCHANGE ‘PRESIDENT PEEK. 
rapidly. In Kansas and in both the Dakotas, 
the order has quadrupied since the last annual 
meeting. As an evidence of the strength of 
our principles with the masses of the people 
of the northwest, I quote the fact that last 
Thursday, in a people’s convention in Iowa, 
where we have no organization whatever, and 
at which there was.a very large representative 
gathering of farmers and of the laboring 
classes, the St. Louis alliance platform was 


adopted unanimously. 

‘‘Not only are the farmers of that section 
willing to co-operate with the farmers of the 
south in all matters relating to their common 
interests, but they are heartily tired of sec- 
tionalism and are disposed to meet us fully 
half way in eliminating the bloody shirt from 
American politics. This, I believe, is the 
grandest and most glorious part of our work. 

‘‘T know it is charged by the old democratic 
Losses of the south that we are disrupting the 
democratic party and are selling out to the 
republicans. It is argued with equal zeal in 
the northwest bye the republican bosses and 
papers that the alliance is only a democratic 
trap to ensnare the republicans. 

‘‘But the alliance, as$an organization, has 
nothing todo with politcal parties—nothing 
in the world. We are trying to secure our 
rights inside the old parties; but it seems that 
the old bosses are not going to let us if they 
can helpit. They actas if they held party 
supervisors’ positions by divine right, a propo- 
sition that the people in their majesty are 
going to dispute. The 8,000,000 farmers of 
this country feel that they should have more 
than thirteen representatives in congress, and 
they are determined to )iave them. 

‘‘But there is no national alliance party. In 
the west and north there is a tendency to in- 
dependent lines in politics, and independent 
state tickets have been put out—a separate and 
distinct state party. In other states the alli- 
ancemen, as herein Georgia, have been regular- 
ly elected as democrats, in others as republicans. 
What they will doin congress Ihave no idea. 
That’s something in which each man 
will follow his own judgment, being responsi- 
ble for his conduct to his constituents at home. 
Those elected as democrats will be democrats, 
or be untrue to their pledges; so with the in- 
dependents; so with the republicans—all re- 
sponsible to their constituents at home. What 
they will do there depends upon what they 
promised to do in their canvassing for election. 

‘‘We are fighting for principle, not as parti- 
sans, but as men willing todoaway with sec- 
tional feeling and to do what is 
right. From my standpoint as a dem- 
ocrat, I have no _ hesitancy in sayin 
that the alliance platform is the simplest an 
purest exposition of old-fashioned, orthodox 
democracy that I knowof. To my mind, there 
is no cnnflict between the alliance and the 
real democratic teachings. A man can be a 
good allianceman and as good a patriot demo- 
erat as anybody; he may not be as good a par- 
tisan democrat. 

‘‘No, the point to be remembered is that 
there is no national alliance party. The va- 
rious state alliances have worked, in most in- 
stances, inside the old parties. Their policy 
in this matter was entirely their own ajffair.’’ 

“Do you anticipate,”” Mr. Polk was asked, 
“the formation of a national alliance party, an 
independent new party ?”’ ; 

“Our intention has been,’’ said he, ‘‘to work 
inside the democratic and republican parties, 
but if the party bosses keep up their present 
tactics it roe be three a—_ - fore an ms 

ndent party ormed. 

a: plain ney ‘anouateecel-—it the bosses 
keep up their present party it won’t be three 
years before we have a party. We 
int want it that way, but there may be no 
help for it.” 
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That is 
press systematically 
misrepresents our affairs. The matter was not 
considered at all. They didn't endorse nor re- 
fuse to endorse. What was the use, when 
Buchanan had just made it an issue and been 
elected on it overwhelmingly? Are we toswear 
every two hours that we are in favor of the 
subtreasuary plan? Is that all our conven- 
tions can do—endorse the subtreasury? -That’s 
all nonsense about refusing to endorse the sub- 
treasury ee in Tennessee. They had en- 
dorsed and elected their governor on it, and 
why should they endorse ft again. It wasn’t 
endorsed because there was no opposition, 
and to endorse and endorse again would have 
been child’s play. 

“This subtreasury is another point on which 
the politicians are striving very hard to put us 
in a false light. Wedonot proclaim that as 
our ultimatum. We want that or something 
better. It isn’t perfect, but it’s the best we 
can do, and we will gladly accept any better 
plan that may be proposed. The real demand 
is—more money and cheaper money for the 
people. That’s the issue, and the politicians 
are trying to dodge it. The subtreasury plan 
is not our ultinratum, but they make it appear 
so, and dodge the issue by picking at the im- 
perfections of that plan. They themselves— 
the politicians, I mean—designedly made that 
subtreasury plan the issue as our ultimatum. 
All right. We’ll try them on that if they in- 
sist. They can have war to the knife, and 


' knife to the hilt if they want it. 


‘But we say now, as we have done ever 
since thac bill was introduced,’ that 
we beiieve it a fair, just and equita- 
ble plan; but we will gladly accept 
any day a wiser and better means for obtain- 
ing the relief we seek. But until we get some- 
thing better we are going to stand by our sub- 
treasury. We’ve brought our knitting along, 
and we're here to stay until the thing is settled 
and we have our relief. 

‘I. know it’s a common saying that the al- 
liance will dieoutin a few yeats, but when 
the children of today are gray headed the al- 
liance will be here, in one shape or another.”’ 

And about the meeting in Florida. 

‘*That,’’ said Colonel Polk, ‘will be the 
annual meeting of the National Alliance and 
Industrial Union. It is held on the first 
Tuesday in December, and we expect to have 
their representatives from thirty-four state 
alliance organizations.”’ 


THE COLORED STATE ALLIANCE 


In Session in Macon—General Humphrey, 


of Texas, Speaks. 

Macon, Ga., August 18.—[Special.]—The 
Colored Farmers’ State Alliance is in session 
in Macon today, and has transacted consid- 
erable business. Over fifty counties are rep- 
resented and all the delegates are enthusiastic 
over the proceedings of the special meeting. 

The object of the meeting was to decide where 
the state exchange will be established. The 
majority of delegates favored Macon as the 
place for the exchange, and it will be estab- 
lised here if a place can be given or purchased. 

General R. M. Humphrey, of Austin, Texas, 
general superintendent of the Colored Farmers’ 
Alliance of America, made quite an interest- 
ing address tothe convention this morning. 

He is one among the white men of the south 
who are working for the upbuilding of the 
colored race. His advice’ to the body was 
good. The best colored men of Georgia are 
with him. 

State Superintendent Edward Richardson, 
of the Georgia alliance, made a telling speech 
to the convention. Kichardson is a young 
colored man that has today a following of over 
sixty-five thousand colored men in Georgia. 
He appealed to the men to buy homes, edu- 
cate their children and get property and work 
for peace and prosperity. 

General Humphrey lectured tonight at the 


first Baptist church, colored, on the alliance,

Cotton Bagging vs. Jute.

that the boycott. of the jute trust by the 
Farmers’ Alliance has been a complete suc- 
cess. From 15 cents, the price demanded by 
the trust, which was equal toa direct tax of 
$4,000,000 a year on the southern farmers, 
jute has fallen to 5}. 

But even at this price, there isnodemand 
for jute bagging on the part of the cotton 
growers. Asamatter of fact, the boycott 
has just fairly got into working order, and 
it is not likely that the farmers will again 
place tliemselves in the power of s0 
vicious a combination as that formed by the 
jute manufacturers. To resort again to jute 
as a covering for cotton would not only be 
against the best interests of the farmers, but 
would be unjust to the interests which have 
been built up as a result of the boycott. 

The greed of the jute men overreached 
itself in this instance, and all the indications 
go to show that the profitable market into 
which they entered as highway robbers will 
mever again be opened to them. 

The Manufacturers’ Record makes a 
little estimate that is of special interest in 
this connection. If the entire new crop, 
which is estimated at 7,000,000 bales, 
should be wrapped in cotton bagging, 
35,000,000 yards of it would be required, 
which is equivalent to 27,000,000 pounds of 
the staple, making a new market for 55,000 
Bales of 500 pounds each. 

At avery low estimate, it is believed that 
this increased consumption will add to the 
market price of the staple at least half a 
cent a pound—giving an additional value of 
$2.50 to to each bale, while the saving by 
the use of jute would be but 23 cents a bale. 
It is not expected that this result will be 
brought about at once, but it is certain to 
follow the persistent refusal of the farmers 
to use jute. 

We may say here that an Atlanta gentle- 
man, whose process for extracting fibres has 
attracted attention even in foreign countries, 
is now experimenting with the fibre of the 
cotton plant. He thinks that for a compar- 
atively insignificant sum he can place on 
each farm a machine for stripping the bark 
from the cotton stalk directly the picking’ is 
over, and before the plant has become dry 
and hard. From the bark the fibre can be 
extracted at a cost almost nominal, and it 
can then be worked up in the same manner 
as jute and woven on the same machinery.

Foreign Consumption of Cotton. 

Mr. Ellison’s cotton figures, brought down 
to the Ist of August, afe very interesting? 
They show the actual takings of spinners in 
Great Britain and on the continent. For 
1889-90 the spinners of Great Britain 
took 2,955,000 bales, and those of the con- 
tinent took 4,470,000, making a total of 
6,405,000, For 1888-89 the spinners of 
Great Britain took 2,833,000, and those of 
the continent 3,415,000, making a total of 
6,248,000. The weekly consumption is now 
161,000 bales of 400 pounds each, against 
151,000 bales of like weight, at the corre- 
sponding time tast year. 

All this goes to show that the increased 
crops of the south hardly keep pace with the 
increased consumption. The outlook is 
very promising for the farmers, and if ille- 
gitimate speculation doesn’t interfere, they 
ought to receive remunerative prices for the 
crop that is just beginning to come into 
market.

The True Inwardness. 

We find in the August number of the New 
England Magazine, published in Boston, the 
following comment on the assembling of the 
Grand Arfhy of the Republic: 7 

For the work of these veterans did not culmi- 
nate at Gettysburg, nor close at Appomattox. The 
war altogether was but one battle in the great 
campaign. Freedom did not come with the eman- 
cipation proclamation. It did not come even to 
the black man at the south. Freedom comes only 
with equality, only with the recognition of every 
child of man as equally with ourselves the child 
of God. Where the spirit of tyranny and caste 
prevails, there is slayery. The spirit—God grant 
it be not that of many leading men—which, as 
within a two-month at Atlanta, mocks at Phillips 
Brooks and William Lloyd Garrison for their 
strong call for help for the noble southern college 
which scorns to note the color of theface of any 
man who knocks at its doors and asks for knowl- 
edge, isthe same spirit which shut up Prudence 
Crandall’s school forty years ago, the same which 
in the little story inthe preceding pages remanded 
the beautiful young girl from hope and promise to 
infamy and despair. Let us not make any mis- 
take about this. In the presence of this Grand 
Army of the Republic, let us speak no compromis- 
ing word, but dedicate ourselves anew to this “un- 
finished work” of making every man, be his skin 
black, or red, or white, a citizen and a neighbor 
in deed and in truth, inevery part of this American 
republic. 

That the writer of the foregoing is sincere 
we have no doubt, but just such fanaticism 
as lies behind this sincerity has caused a 
great deal of unnecessary trouble in this 
world. The attempt to putin a. practical 
and working shape the sentiment expressed 
has cost the United States government more 
than the four years of the war in money 
and in the deadly results of bitterness and 
strife. 

When the negroes were freed, those who 
held such views as are set forth above were 
not satisfied. They wanted the negroes to 
be made the equals of the southern whites. 
The freedmen were given the ballot and the 
southern leaders were disfranchised for no 
other reasen—and impartial history -will 
record the fact—than to give the negro an 
opportunity to assert his equality. This ex- 
periment having met with total failure, is it 
not about time that men who hold the 
opinion, expressed in the extract we have 
given, should conclude to take another tack, 
to try another experiment? 

Every device and every scheme that could 
be brought to bear by republicans, as shrewd 
as they were unscrupulons, has been resorted 
to, and today there is just as much difference 
between the white man and the negroas there 
was when the people of New England sold 
their slaves to the south. | 

So far asany question of right is concerned, 
no man in the south wille#ay thatthe negro 
is not ‘‘a citizen and a neighbor in deed and 
in truth.’’ Thatisa fact about which any 
man, even though he be a fanatic, can easily 


‘satisfy himself, There has not been a session 


of the Georgia legislature since the negro 
was enfranchised that has not had negro 
members. Inalmost every county in Georgia 
where there are intelligent and upright 
negroes they serve as jurymen. We will 
compare the record of Georgia in this matter 
with that of Massachussetts. 

As tothe question of neighbors, is it not 
the white people of thé south—the former 
slave owners and their, descendants—who 
visit the negroes when sick, who go on their 
bonds, who furnish them with opportunities 
to go into business and the trades, who tax 
themselves to educate the blacks, who furnish 
them asylums for their helpless and insane? 
We ask the persons who desire to keep up the 
strife and bitterness of the war to look at our 
tax books and our statute books for the 
answer to these questions. 

But this does-not seem to satisfy some of 
our Boston friends. 4Ve must admit in word 
and deed that the negro is our equal in every 
respect before they will consent to say the 
warisover. Thisisthe ‘‘irrepressible con- 
flict between opposing and enduring forces’’ 
with these men. We are willing to meet it, 
and meet it in any shape it may come, and 
weare thankful to know that we belong to 
the enduring forces in this issue. There is 
not power enough in the world, if it were 


and every negrocould have a detail standing 
by him day and night, to make the south 
admit the doctrine of equality; and the 
sooner the cranks and fanatics understand 
this fact the better it will be for the country, 

If the southern people were to be con- 
tinually interfering withthe domestic ques- 
tins of the north—such for instance as the 
pending controversy over the denominational 
control of schools in Boston, no good would 
beaccomplished. It is far better to have this 
question settled by Boston and leave it te the 
survival of the:fittest. So it should be with 
this megro question. In the south today 
there is not so much tyranny and caste as 
there isin. Boston. No human being is so 
tyrannical-as a fanatical crank. Those: who 
fail to agree with his offensive and unreasen- 
able dogmas are denounced as worse than 
savages, 

We thank. the Lord that there isno human 
power that can be invoked to carry out the 
wish of this writer in the New England 
Magazine. To this fact we are indebted for 
our safety. Since the world was created the 
divine power hasnever in any way interfered 
to change the status that has always. existed 
between the races; and in this fact is also 
our safety. -'

The Atlanta Street Railroad Company has 
caused it, andit is especially aimed at that 
company’s management, of the Whitehall 
street line. 

On Whitehall street the company runs a 
seven-and-a-half minute schedule—that is as 
faras McDaniel Street. Half the cars stop 
there, every other car going through to West 
End. 

The only means of knowing which of these 
cars go through to West End and which stop 
at McDaniel street, is by reference to the sign- 
boards on top of the cars. But these signs, it 
seems, are signs that fail—hence this 
kick. 

West End citizens who took the cars bear- 
ing West End signs, yesterday, were quietly 
but forcibly dumped out when McDaniel 
street was reached. Protests availed them 
nothing. They were told that they had 
boarded the wrong car and if they did not like 
it they could do one of two things—wait there 
for another car or walk on to their homes. 

‘*It is a disgrace—that West End line,”’ was 
the fercible expression of one of the maddest 
of the West Enders. ‘‘This is not the first 
time that sort of thing has oceurred. The 
people of West End, who are the principal . 
patrons of the line, receive no consideration 
whatsoever at the hands of the company. 
We would be infinitely better off, I believe, 
without any s railway at all—none at all 
would be better than the one we have.”

HEARING THE REPORT. 

When the object of the meeting had been 
stated, Mr. Morris Brandon moved that the 
report of the executive committee be read. 

he chairman of the executive committee 
reported the following constitution, which 
was adopted as amended by sections. 
‘ ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The name of this organization shall 
be oe Young Men’s Democratic League of Fulton 
county. 

Sec. 2. The objects and purposes of the league 
are the maintenance of democratic methods 
and principles, believing that by and through 
these alone can the future good of this country be 
secured. 

ARTICLE It. 

See. 1. The officers of the league shall consist of 
apresident, two vice presidents, a secretary and 
treasurer, who shall be elected annually on the 
first Monday in September, beginning September 
1891, by ballot of a meeting of the league for that 
pupose. The duties of the officers shall be pre-~ 
scribed by the league. 

Sec. 2. There shall ke an executive commit- 
tee, consisting of one from each district in the 
county, and two from each ward in the city, and 
four from the county at large, to be appointed and 
announced annually by the president within five 
days after his election. 

ARTICLE III. 

By anamendment providing for a limitation of 
age the first section was made to read as fol'ows: 

Sec. 1. All voters of the countyof Fu!ten, not 
over forty yearsof age, who hoid themselves hound 
to abide the action of the democratic party of Ful- 
ton county and to support its nominations and 
uphold its decisions are eligible to become mem- 
bers of the league. 

Sec. 2. By becoming a member of the league each 
and every one assumes the duty of abiding by the 


decisions of the league upon all'political questions. *— 


and of supporting in good faith all the matters re- 
solved upon by the majority. 

Sec, 3. Every member shall pay an initiation fee 
of 25 cents and shall sign the constitution and by- 
laws of the league. 

Sec.4. No member shall have the right to 
vote upon and debate any proposition betore the 
league unless he shall have become a member 
a days previous to tire time of holding the 
election or the discussion of business before the: 
league. 4 

ARTICLE IV. 

It shall be the duty of the president to call a. 
meeting of the league and to give notice thereof 
for three days, whenever the same is asked by as 
many as one-third of the executive committee or 
upon his own motion, if the same be a»proved by 
the samne number of said committee or twenty-five 
members of the league. In theevent of his failure 
to call such a meeting when so demanded,a call 
by one-third of the members of the executive 
committee is hereby authorized. 

ARTICLE V. 

Secl. This constitution may be amended or 
changed whenever notice of the proposed change 
or amendment is given at some regular meeting, 
and such change or amendment agreed to at the 
next mecting of the league held not less thana 
week thereafter, by a two-thirds vote of those 
present. 

DISCUSSING THE SECTIONS. 

There was a warm discussion of section 2, 
article III. requiring each member to pledge: 
his support to the candidate of the league, 
chosen byjthe majority of members. 

Mr. Tom Cobb Jackson moved to amend. so 
as to make this apply only in national mate 
ters. 

The motion was seconded and was supported 
by many arguments and heated speeches, but 
was lost on the final vote. 

In section 1 article III of the constitution 
as first reported no limitation was made as to 
age, util aftera warm discussion entered into 
by many members. 

Mr. Walter R. Brown argued for fhe restric. 
tion. “This must be a young, men’s affair 
through and through,” hesaid. “It is high 
time the young men were having a say in pol- 
itics, and their union must be absolutely one of 
yourg men. We want no compromises here.’’ 

Mr. Douglas made a telling specch on this 
line. Hesaid he was not in favor of spoiling 
the greatest defense of the organization, which 
was the fact that it was a young men’s organi- 
zation. He moved an amendment limiting the 
age of the members to below forty, which was a 
adopted. 

A number of by-laws enforcing the con- 
stitution were adopted with the report of the 
executive committee. 

CALLING A PRIMARY. 

After a brief recess given by vote to allow 
those present to enroll as members of the 
league, the following resolutions were offered 
by Mr. John W. Cox; 

Resolved, That the Young Men’s Democratio 
pom ow recommend and request that the city exe 
ecutive committee order a democratic pri:nary, 
at the proper time,to nominate candidates for 
marcr, aldermen and councilmen, for the Decem- 
ber election, as tnis is the fairest and best man- 
ner for obtaining a full, free and honest expres- 
sion of the choice of the party. - 

2. That the president se secretary of this-* 
league are directed to deliver to the president and 
secretary—H. H. Cabaniss and H.C. Stockdell— 
of the city cxecutive committee certified copies 
of this resolution. : 

The resolutions were adopted bya unani- 
mous vote. ' 

It was talked about before the meeting wag 
called to order that a motion would be sprung 
to endorse certain candidates in the county 
election soon to take place, but the clause of 
the constitution requiring six day’s notice be- 
fore a meeting could be called for this purpose, 
the matter was kept quiet. 

The fellowing resolution was moved by Mr. 
W.C. Glenn and was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, Thatjthe Young. Men’s Democratic 
League of Fulton county hereby pledges itself to 
support all movements of the democratic party.

THE PARLIAMENT 


In Which Divers Languages Are 
spoken. 


A GROWING NATIONAL SENTIMENT, 


MonTREAL, Can., August 18,—[Special.]— 
It must not be imagined that the strip of 
country north of the lakesis a land without 
memories, or its due share of excitement. 

It is prolific in reminiscence and red-hot 
with politics. 2 

Up to a period corresponding with the 

breaking out of the war between the states 
and the American union, the British provinces 
of North America were a number of diseon- 
nected communities. The maritime provinces, 
being Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward's Island, ete., together with the two 
known as Canada West and Canada East, 
were the only localities which had 
passed out of the chrysalis state. On 
the Pacific coast, three thousand miles 
away, VanCouver’s Island had a whaling pop- 
-ulstion. The rest of British North America 
belonged to the Hudson Bay company—a band 
of legalized freebooters, the Indians, and such 
hooting owls as could stand the intense cold 
of the country along the Saskatchewan. 

It wasin the two Canadas that the first 
signs of national life began to appear. To un- 
derstand this growth of feeling a preliminary 
statement must be made. 

Canada West, the country north of the 
lakes and west of the Ottawa _ river, 
was settled by immigration from the Brit- 
ish isles—a large admixture of whom were 
Scotch—not Scotch-Irish, that peculiar com- 
pound not being knownin this country. In 
tine these English-speaking people grew in 
numbers and finally outnumbered those of the 
eastern province fully one-third. 

The parliamentary body | of _ these 
early days was a kind of 
perambulatory affair. One session would 
be held in Quebec to please the Frenchmen of 
eastern Canada, while the next session would 
be held in Toronto to satisfy the Enzglish- 
speaking aggregation. When eastern Canada 


passed from France to England it was with 


the treaty stipulation that the people of the 
colony should be guaranteed the free exercise 
of their religion, the unrestrained use of the 
French language, and an equality of numbers 
in any legislative body which might be formed, 
80 as to offset all hostile elements. A visit to 
parliament, on any of its great debates, 
disclosed the singular spectacle of one mem- 
ber speaking in English while the reply was 
made in French, and half the members on 
either side understood neither of the speakers. 
As the English-speaking people inereased, the 
French became more tenacious of ‘their treaty 
rights, until it came to be regarded as treason 
fora Frenchman to talk English, though he 
In every 
re-apportionment of representation, the east- 
ern province was granted the same number of 
members with the west. 

Naturally, the French-Canadian became a 
tory or conservative, because that party 
Was a guarantee to him of the observance 
of his treaty rights. Quite as naturally 
the Orangeman of the western province, 
sworn to hate against Catholicism, was 
also a conservative, because the corner- 
stove of his fraternity was loyalty to the 
person of the British sovereign. Thus 
were found fighting together under a common 
banner the French Catholie, because he loved 
his church, and the Orange bigot, because he 
hated it. 

The strong opposition element was com- 
posed of men who wished to leave 
European prejudices and tradi- 
tions on the other side uf the Atlantic. This 
party had forits backbone the great Scotch 
population, which had become wealthy and 
powerful. Under the leadership of Mr. George 
Brown, whose slogan was contained in the 
words ‘Representation according to popula- 
tion,”’ the ‘‘clear grit’”’ party sprang into ex- 
istence. This wasa party of Canadian aspira- 
tions, looking forward to a national fature. 
In eastern Canada a number of the more en- 
lightened Frenchmen, reinforced by the Eng- 
lish-speaking people of the citiés, organizod as 
the liberal party, and acted in. conjunction 
with the clear grits. | 

This statement shows how the two provinces 
were yoked together, and how in time the 
vote of one Frenchman became equal to that 
of two voters who unfortunately spoke the 
English tongue. The Toronto Glebe, the 
organ of Mr. Brown, denounced the French 
asthe ‘inferior race,’’ while. the French, in 
turn, had an abundance of epithets to fling 
back. 

In time the “pacificator’ appeared, and, 
strange as it may seem, he was an Irishman, a 
rébel of 48, and a man‘with a price set upon 
his head by the British queen. 

‘ This man was Thomas D’Arcy McGee. 

McGee was living in exile in New York. 
fie was a man of brilliant parts. In some way 
his name was brought before the voters of one 
of the ‘“‘ridings’’ of Montreal, in which the 
Irish vote controlled, and he was elected to 
parliament. It was intimated te him from 
London that he might cross into Camada with- 
Out fear of molestation and take his seat. 
McGee’s membership in the Catholic church 
gained for him a hearing from the people of 
the one province, while. his: elegance as an 
Orator gained for him a hearing in the other. 
His first scheme was to have a petmanent capi- 
tal, and he suggested the city of Ottawa, 
Which was on the line of each provinee. Fol- 
lowing the stnecess of this movement he 
Started another for the union of all the British 
provinces of North Ameri¢a under the title of 
the Dominion of Canada. The ition 
gained strength at once, for the English-speak- 
ing people saw in it the hope of escape from 
French domination. The scheme finally tri- 


um a 
phed, and the Dominion of Canada became ‘was a lifelong, consistent menrbe 


% reality, but—the Frenehman is still on deck ! 

Later on MeGee lost favor with his own peo- 
ple. The burden of’ office made him loyal to 
the queen, and official flattery found in him a 
victim. He wanted tosee ason of. Victoria 
installed on the vice-regal throne of Canada. 
One night he was found shotto death. The 
bullet had been sped into his brain by a dis~ 
gusted Feniannamed Whelan, who conld not 
stand to see an Irish patriot :capering aronad 
a . toady in the backyard of ‘‘me lad, the 

The great political leader of Canada through 
ail these years was Sir John A. McDonald. 
For forty years he has been the man 
who has directed events; and: gathered 
t himself the credit of movements. carried to 
success by others. He has the peculiar knack 
of letting men like MeGee enter parliament, 
fight the battle for some reform, and in the. 
eleventh hour, de: aseared, he 


when victory: 
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ing the adoption of the scheme. All things to 
all men, he keeps the warring factions hang- 
ing around his gate post, each confident that it 
has his undivided ear. He was premier in 
1857, when the prince of Wales, then 
&® young kid, visited Canada. The 
prince had been commissioned by his 
thrifty mother to confer the knight- 
hood on such toadies as made themselves. con- 
spicuous. Of course John A. McDonald was 
not the man to get left, and eyer since the 
sword point was laid upon his shoulder by 
brevet he has sported under the- name of Sir 
John A. McDonald. The politics of the do- 
minion under Sir John’s administration show 
rottenness not equaled in the history of any 
other government. The brazen purchase of 
votes at elections, the corrupt granting of 
railroad grants, the mal-disbursement of 
public funds, juts to shame even the record of 
the Tweed ring in New York. 

Just now there is a revulsion from Sir John, 
which I will treat more fully hereafter.

John Webb, a driver for J. J. Duffy, was 
another of the tenors of high degree. He also 
was convinced that he knew just how to sing, 
and didn’t propose to drop a note on any con- 
sideration. 3 

So when Tenor Bailey remonstrated with 
Tenor Webb about'the pitch of his singing 
apparatus, that artist madeareply that re- 
flected upon the artistic ability of the self- 
constituted leader. 

This occurred in the church during the 
progress of the concert. 

When Tenor Webb showed a disposition to 
disregard Tenor Bailey’s direction, that black- 
skinned star whipped out a keen-bladed razor 
and went to work, at carving. 

He sunk the razor through Webb’s left ear 
and deep into the back of his neck.” The ear 
was cut almost in two, thé lower part left 
hanging only by a ragged shred, and the gash 
in the neck was a terrible looking one. 

When the first slash was made, Webb threw 
up his arm, catching a second blow on it just 
above the elbow. 

The razor made a gash about five inches 
long, laying the flesh of the arm open to the 
bone. Other slashes were received by Webb 
on the hand before the other singers could in- 
terfere. 

Patrolmen Parks and Baily were called, and 
both the wounded tenor and his assailant were 
brought to police headquarters. 

Webb was sent to Dr. Dan Howell to have 


. his wounds attended to, and the negro Bailey 


was locked up, with assault with intent to 
murder booked as the state charge against 
him. 

Webb is badly cut, and it is probable that 
Bailey will have to dance pretty lively for the 
part he took in the church musicale.

QUALIFICATIONS OF A VOTER. 


Judge Christman’s Amendment to the Mis- 
sissippi Constitution, 

JAcKson, Miss., August 18.—The sixth day 
of the convention opened with a seeming 
determination to get down to business. Judge 
Christman, of Lincoln, offered a substitute to 
that section of the censtitution relating to 
suffrage, providing as follows: 

Males of sound mind over the age of twenty- 
one years, and citizens of the United States by 
birth or naturalization, who have never been con- 
victed of any crime made a felony by the lawa of 
the state, and who have resided in the state two 
years and in the county one year; provided 
they or their owners own, in fee simple, 
a homestead, or one or the other of 
them is possessed of unincumbered property, 
real or personal of the value of $200; hsted for 
taxes and not delinquent for taxation. It shall 
be competent forlegislation to make petty larceny 
the pape of liquer without @ license, or the buy- 
ing or selling of lattery tickets in this state a for- 
feiture of the right to exercise thé election fran- 
chise. No soldier, sailor or marine shall have the 
right te vote because stationed here. Before any 
person is allowed to register he shall make oath. 

“T have read and comprehend the article of the 
constitntion of this state, which prescribes the 
qualification of voters.. lam not debarred by the 
tests it prescribes, but am entitled to the same ; so 
help me God.” 

No person shall be eligible to any office of profit 
or trust who is not a qualified elector. 

Several other propositions regarding suffrage 
were offered; also one prohibiting the alien 
ownership of land,

HAVE AN INTERESHNG SESSION, 


During Which Street Car. Fran- 
chises Are Discussed. 


THE OLD STOCKADE FARM 


Is Prepared for Sale by a Commis- 
sion of Them. 


The old state house clock, the street car 
franchises, and the stockade farm were han- 
dled by the general council yesterday after- 
noon. 

The session was an interesting one. 

“T have here,’”’ said Clerk Woodward, ‘‘the 
work of the aldermanic board.”’ 

The paper was ordered read, and when a 
paragraph setting forth that the board had set 
aside $250 for a tower for the clock on the old 
capitol was reached, Mr. Howell arose, say- 
ing: 

“Two hundred and fifty dollars is not 
enough, and I suggest that the amount be made 
$500.”’ 

Mr. Howell then argued that that section 
of the city had been accustomed to the clock 
so long that the clock was almost absolutely 
indispensab!e to the locality. 

‘‘l realize,’’ said Mr. Kontz, “the conven- 
ience, I may almost say, the necessity, of the 
clock, but I. doubt the justice or expediency of 
Mr. Howell’s resolution.”’ 

Street Car Franchises. 

Mr. Woodward, chairman of the committee 
on electrical construction, arose with a batch 
of papers in his hand. 

“This,’’ said he, holding up one, ‘‘is the pe- 
tition of the Metropolitan Street Car Company 
for permission to lay track on Hunter and King 
streets. : 

“Our report on this,” said Mr. Woodward, 
“is that the matter has been adjusted by the 
widening of Frazer street, and the tracks are 
to remain on Frazer and Fair, leaving Hunter 
street an unobstructed driveway to the 
cemetery.” 

The report was adopted. 

“This is the petition,’ said Mr, Woodward, 
“of the Atlanta and Edgewood line for a right- 
of-way from Edgewood avenue up Peachtree to 
Walton, thence to Forsyth, thence to Marietta, 
thence to Peachtree. The line on Marietta 
being by a condemnation of the Atlanta Street 
Car Company’s track. 

“On this the committee reports favorably for 
one track on Peachtree and Walton, subje 
to any condemnation the city may consider 
necessary in order to allow other roads to reach 
the center of the city.” 

The report was adopted, but Mr. Haas gave 
notice that he would move for a reconsidera- 
tion at the next meeting. 

“The Atlanta Street Car Company,”’ said 
Mr. Woodward, ‘‘asks to be allowed to put in 
a turn track at the corner of Pryor and De- 
catur streets, so that the company may con- 
nect their West End and Wheat street lines. 
We make a favorable report. The same com- 
pany asks to be allowed to extend lines from 
Wheat street along Jackson, Chamberlin, 
Yonge, Decatur, Grant and Glenn streets to 
Grant park, and upon that petition we report 
favorably, saying under these conditions: 
The Atlanta Street railroad and the Edge- 
wood Avenuo railroad to have equal 
rights on Grant street between Decatur 
and Jones street, the city reserving the 
right to condemn that portion on Grant street 
named if it should be necessary to do so in 
order to allow other street railroads to cross 
that section of the city. The Atlanta com- 
pany to begin work in good faith within fifty 
days from date of grant and to be completed 
within twelve months, otherwise all rights to 
be declared forfeited. 

Again Mr. Haas voted for the ordinance, at 
the same time giving notice of his intention to

move a reconsideration at the next meeting. 


“The petition of the Atlanta and Edge- 
wood avenue,” said Mr. Woodward, ‘‘to ex- 
tend along Peachtree to Walton, thence to 
Marietta, thence to West Harris. thence to 
Luckie and so forth.”’ This is the much 
talked-of Marietta street line. 

“On this we report in favor 
of allowing the Atlanta and Edgewood ave- 
nue to lay track from Edgewood avenue along 
Peachtree and Walton to Marietta street, with 
the right to condemn the track of the Atlanta 
strect railroad from West Harris to Jones 
avenue, thence along Jones avenue as re- 
quested. The Metropolitan Street Car Com- 
pany is to have equal rights on Jones avenue, 
but each company has a right to build a track 
of its own, except across the bridge, where 
only one track is to be built, to be used jointly 
by the two roads. The city reserves the right 
to grant other roads the right of way on Jones 
avenue. On that part of the route between 
Nelson street bridge and Forsyth street there 
Shall be a double track, and the Edgewood 
avenue and the Metropolitan Railroad Com- 
pany shall pay all the expense of the necessary 
change.”’ 

Mr. Haas again gave notice of a motion to 
move a reconsideration. 

“The petition of the Atlanta, West End and

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A HANGING STORY. 


OLD 


EDITOR BRANHAM FINDS AN 
TIMER, 


Who Tells Him the Interesting Story of the 
First Hanging in Brunswick’s History 
—The Victim’s Head on a Pole. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 18.——[Special.] 
Considering the fact that Glynn county is 
likely to have a hanging before many days the 
following, which The Times will publish to- 
morrow, will prove interesting: 

Here’s a piece ofhistory. It has been just sev- 
enty-six years since a hanging took place in Glynn 
county. Yesterday morning I was talking to Cor- 
oner Lewis Harris, whom everybody knows by the 
sobiquet of ‘‘Uncle Lewis,” and in some way the 
subject of judicial executions came up. 

“It has been seventy-six years since the last 
hanging in this county,” said the coroner, “and it 
happened just four years before I was born.”’ 

Although Uncle Lewis is seventy-two years of 
age, there is nothing about him, save his snow- 
white beard and hair, to indicate it, for short in 
statue, with a clear blue eye and healthy color, 
he’s as jovial and jolly as Santa Claus himself. 

“Yes, seventy-six years,” he gontinued in a 
reminiscent mood, as he ran back over the long 
stretch of years, “and I can tell you all about it.” 

I eagerly begged him to do 80. 

‘Well, before I was born there used to bea great 
hunter in these pargs named Findley, a one-eyed 
man, who was not afraid of the devil himself. 
One day he was out hunting, about where the old 
Baptist church now stands, on the corver of C and 
and H ‘streets. As he pushed his way 
heavy canebrake, and almost 
virginal forest, he came face to _ face 
with a _ stalwart, half savage, runaway 
negro, and, as was the custom in those days, he 
arrested him and startcd back to the settlement 
with his prisoner. Unfortunately for Findley, he 
wore a heavy hunting knife on his blind side, 80 
to speak, and as he and his prize found their way 
toward clearings, the negro, grown desperate with 
fear, sprang upen the hunter and, seizing his 
knife, cut his throat from ear to ear with one 
strong stroke of the weapon. When, after some 
days, Findley was still missing, a searching party 
was organized, and aftera day or two the body 
was found in a state of decomposition. 

The cut teld the story of the crime, anda hunt for 
his unknown murderer began. The negro was 
found in the canebrake, and suspicion at once fell 
on him. He was brought to the settlement and 
was tried, found guilty, and finally executed on a 
spot between what is now A _ and B streets, 
within 200 yards of where he murdered Findley. 

He acknowledged his guilt on the scaffold, and 
so atrocious had been the murder that after the 
execution his head was cut off and placed upon a 
tall pole by means of an iron spike, where it re- 
mained for eleven years. The execution happened 
four years previous to my birth, but I distinctly 
remember that horrible, grinning head 
on top of the pole. The boys 
in those days would never o near 
the spot at night, for even in the dark, their im- 
agination would outline distinctly that horrible 
sieht. May be that execution with ail its horror 
has kept down hanging in ese parts, but we 
certainly ought to have one or'two now, ‘Ss I fear 
that lesson has been forgotten. 

The scene of the long ago murder and execution 
is now one of the prettiest residence portions of 
Brunswick, and the spot where the: pole stood 
with its grinning, ghastly head, is covered by the 
residence of a prominent citizen.. Although the 
crime and its punishment have _ also 
been obliterated by the ceaseless was 
of the tide of time,  thére is one 
mind in which it still lives, and that is Coroner

Neighbors were called in, and Mounted 
Officer Lanford and Bethea, who were on 
their way to police headquarters to go on duty 
at 4 o’clock, also offered their assistance. 

The well was dragged and the body located 
there. With a lantern in one hand and a rope 
in the other, Officer Lanford was lowered to 
the bottom of the well. He found the unfor- 
tunate man with his head downward and the 


water of the well crimson with the blood that- 


was still flowing frem-a gash in the back of 
head, his skull being fractured by coming in 
contact-with the jagged rocks of the well wall. 

The body was drawn up and laid out in the 
house, where Dr. Avary held an inquest over 
it laterinthe day.

MATT QUAY AND HIS LITTLE RES- 
OLUTION. 


Jie Informs the Senate That He Will Ask 
That Body to Adopt His Resolution— 
Proceedings of the House, 


Wasninaton, August 18.—In the senate 
Mr. Quay gave formal notice of his intention 
to ask the senate to adopt the “order jof busi- 
ness” resolution, proposed by him last Satur- 
day. 

Mr. Iloar—Let it go over. 

. Mr. Edmunds—Let it go under. [Laughter.] 
THE GENERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 

The notice went over till tomorrow. The 
senate then proceeded to tho consideration of 
the deficiency bill, and anumber of committee 
amendments were agreed to. 

Amendinents appropriating an aggregate of 
$1,259,688 for the’ payment of French spolia- 
tion c!aims were opposed by Mr. Plumb, who 
denounced the claimsas essentially fraudu- 
Jent, and as intended, notfor the benefit of 
claimants, but of attorneys and assignees. 

The amendinents were defended and advo- 
cated by Messrs. Hale, Blair and Morgan 
and were agreed to. Yeas. 31; nays, 12. 

The bill was reported back to the senate and 
all the amendments that were agreed to by 
the commitiee of the whole were agreed to in 
bulk, the only ene reserved for a special vote 
being that inserting an ‘e:a of $40,000 to com- 
plete the investigation by the department of 
agriculture as tothe vidertlow and artesian 
waters and their ava:iability for irrigation. 

The amendment was discussed for nearly 
two hours and was eventually agreed to. Yeas, 
30: nays, 15. 

Mr. Morgan offered an amendment prohib- 
iting any oiicer of the government paying 
more than *0 a year, or $7.50 a quarter for a 
te/eplhone instruiment in the district of Colum- 
bia. The ainendment was agreed to. 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr. lumb offered a resolution instructing 
the committee on rules to make such orders as 
will wholly prevent the sale of spirituous, 
vinous or mait liquors in the senate wing of 
the capitol. 

Mr. Biair suggested the insertion of the 
words “and drinking.”’ 

Mr. Plumb—I have no objection. 

Mr. Gorman—Let the resolution go over. 

It went over until tomorrow. : 

Mr. Gray asked Mr. Aldrich to consent to let 
the tariff bill stand over for the present in 
order that the senate might take up the bill 
to transfer the revenue marine to the naval 
establishment. 

ON THE TARIFF AGAIN. 

Mr. Aldrich regretted that he could not 
yield to that request. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the pend- 
ing guestion being on Mr. Plumb’s amendmenf 
reducing the duty on tin plate from 2 2-10 
cents a pound to Lecent, and providing for a 
bounty of 1centa pound on tin plate pro- 
duced in the United States. 

The debate took a wide range upon the gen- 
eral subject of tariff protection. 

Mr. Plumb began it with a speech - advocat- 
ing his amendment. He was followed by 
Messre. McPherson, Grav, Aidrich and Car- 
lisie, with occasional imterjections by Mr. 
Blair. 

Without coming toa vote on Mr. Plumb’s 
amendment, the bill was laid aside and the 
senate adjourned.

CHALMERS’S CASE LOST.

The Committee Report in Favor of Mr. 
Morgan, the Sitting Mémber. 

WASHINGTON, August 18.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr.-Cummings, of New York, the 
senate bill was passed granting leave of absence 
to per diem employes in the customs service. 

Mr. Daizell, of Pennsylvania, called: up the 
‘Mississippi contested election case of Chaliners 
against Morgan. The majority report finds in 
favor of Mr. Morgan, the sitting member. Mr. 
Chalmers was then granted permission to 
address the house for an hour and a half in his 
own behalf. After criticizing the majority re- 
port, he asserted that there was now and had 
for years been a conspiracy existing in the 
south for the carrying of elections for the demo- 
cratic partv. That party was determined to 
carry e}ections—honestly ifit could, forcibly ifit 
must. The state of Mississippi was the leader in 
that conspiracy. Men who dared to run on 
the republican sicket, or to make republican 
speeches, carried their lives in their hands. 
That the black yote in the south was sup- 
pressed, could not be successfully denied. It 
was on the suppression of this vote that the 
republicans of the house had justified. tha 
passage of the Lodge bill. If republicans, 
after passing that bill, should turn around 
and accept the majority report in this case, 
they would put themselves in a suspicious 
attitude before the country. Before the meet- 
ing of congress, it had been charged that the 
republicans intended to turn out enough demo- 
crats tagive them a good working majority. If 
after getting that majority, they declined to 
give him his seat, they would give color to 
that charge. 

It would be said that when they were under- 
caking to pass a law to give them a chance for 
@ majority in the next house, they said that 
certain testimony wastrue, which, in this case, 
they said was not sufficient to establish con- 
epiracy in Mississippi. Me did not believe that 
the republican party could afford to place 
itself in that attitude, and he did not think it 
would doit. Hethen proceeded to examine 
fn detail evidence of frand and Intimidation 
in various counties of the district, in order to 
substantiate his charge that a huge conspiracy 
existed to defeat him for congress. 
For the house to sustain the report 
was to offer & premium on 
fraud and to say that the steaiing of a con- 
gressional seat was nothing but a political pur- 
chase. He said that in order to prejadice his 
case the old story in regard to Fort Piliow had 
been revived. In the forty-sixth congress 
charges had been made against him in* connec- 
tion with Fort Pillow. He had asked for an 
investigation and it had been denied him. 
When the trath of history came to be written 
calmly, it would be seen that not a single 
man had been hurt who had surrendered in 
the fort. Every man killed had been 
outside the fort. But cven if everv one of the 
charges against him were true, he has not 
been the commanding officer. Ifthe charges 
were true they brought disgrace upon the 
gallant Forrest, who stood by his side. The 
fact that untilthe end of the war he had 
served with that officer, as second in com- 
mand, was proof that he was guiltyof no con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and gentleman. 
No gentleman on the democratic side would 
believe a story which would disgrace the brave 
Forrest, and the men who had served under 
Grant and Sherman were too manly to 
bring disgracco upon an Americar soldier 

Continuing, Mr. Chalmers said that he felt 
that this republican form of goverment was in 
danger of being overridden and trodden under 
foot by the southern oligarchy. For fifteen 
years the republican party had been fighting 
the northern democrats in open field while ex- 
posed to a flank fire from southern democrats 
entrenched behind walls erected by fraud and 
violence. They should §see to it that the 
national government was not controlled by 
fraud and violence. A southern governor who 
had, without protest, seen outrages like the 
killing of negroes at Yazoo and Carrollton, 
grew frantic with rage over a fair fight between 
two pugilists. It was a fair question whether 
the democratic party was not going to the devil 
as fast as it could and taking Mississippi with it. 

Mr. Kelley, of Kansas, offered a resolution 
reciting the following paragraph from the ma- 
jority report. 

“With respect tothe other seven counties 
there isa number of boxes as to which no 
testimony was taken, but it may safely be af- 
firmed that in not one of these counties, taken 
as a whole, was the election an honest one. 
Fraad in various forms, incliding the in- 
tiinidation of voters, the corrupt manipulation 
of registration, stuffing and the stealing of 
ballot boxes and illegal voting, finds ample 
illustration in all of them,’’ and recommitting 
the caso with instruction to the committee on 
elections to reject from its count the unex-— 
amined boxes. 

Lost. Yeas, 31; nays 136. 

MOKGAN RETAINS HIS SEAT. 

The minority substitute was rejected, and 
the a ye | resolution declaring Mr. Morgan 
entitled to the seat was agreed to without di- 
vision. : 

Mr. Russell, of Connecticut, from the com-

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THE FUTURE OF THE SOUTH. 


Professor Shaler Discusses the Economic 
Future of These States. 


It sometimes happens that 
portance of the statement of _ facts 
and opinions is greatly increased 
by the position of the individual from 
whence they came. This is eminently the 
case with the views of Professor N. 8S. Shaler, 
professor of geology. in the University of Har- 
vard. THE CONSTITUTION quotes his 
own language from an article in The Arena, 
on ‘The Economic Future of the South.”’ 

THE SOUTHERN SOLDIER AS A LABORER. 

“There is an ancient notion that the white 
population of the south consisted in part»of a 
soft-handed gentry incapable of labor, and in 
part of peasants, despised by their superiors in 
social station, and without moral or physical 
stainina. Ali the federal soldiers who came 
into close contact with the southern armies 
were rudely disabused of this prejudice. They 
found themselves face to face with men of 
theirown kind, laborious, alacrious and en- 
during after the American manner. Waris a 
crucial test of these human qualities; judged 
by this fire assay we know 
the soatherner to be of sterling material, 
in no way below the lofty standard 
of his race. In the new dispensation the poor 
white works well, surprisingly well. 

Not the least good promise of the southern 
white population is found in the admirable 
qualities of their ancestors. There is probably 
at the present time no equally numerous part 
« — race so unatfected by foreign 

lood, 
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THE PIEDMONT REGION. 

He states that this region occupies about 
200,000 square miles,of which one-half will 
average over 2,000 feet in elevation. ‘‘The 
result of this elevation is that almost one-half 
of the southern states east of the Mississippi 
river has’ a much colder climate than its lati- 
tude indicates. Measured by the temperature 
conditions of the seashore line, this district 
may be said to have climatical relations 
analogous to those of the coast between 
Washington and Boston. Its conditions are 
in this respect, perhaps, the best of any dis- 
trict now occupied by one race. This 
part of the continent (the United States) is 
the best watered of all the lands occupied by 
the races, and the southern § section, in par- 
ticular, owing to the warmth{ of the warm 
waters of the guif of Mexico is almost exempt 
from destructive drought. This well-adjusted 
supply of rain gives to the southern rivers a 
tolerable constancy of flow, and thus fits them 
for water powers. The whole of this elevated 
region abounds in noble streams which may be 
turned to this use. To this gift of gracious 
skies we may also attribute the superb forests 
of this region. These woods contain a greater 
variety of broad-leaved deciduous trees 
than are found in any other subtropical 
forests of the world, and the conifers are only 
exceeded in growth by the giant forests of the 
Pacific coast. In this region lie the effective 
timber resources of the continent; used with 
reasonable care, they will, by their swift 
growth afford a permanent supply for all the 
needs of its population.’’ 

COAL AND TRON. 

‘‘At present and for all the foreseeable fut- 
ure, the most substantia! economic work of our 
civilization depends, mainly, on the use of 
coal andiron. When the ore and coal are far 
apartitis a costly business to bring them 
together. Each hundred miles of distance be- 
tween them commonly means an expense of 
from one to two dollars per ton in the cost of 
making the metallie iron. In the south- 
ern states the quantity and the associa- 
tion. of the materials for this industry 
are better thaninany other country except, 
perhaps, China. The peculiar advantage of 
the Appalachian district (Piedmont region) is 
foundin the fact that the ore Hesin the 
neighborhood of excellent coal beds. The 
averago distance of the ironore from the coal 
needed to reduce it to the metallic state does 
not exceed one hundred miles. The cres of the 
Lake Superior district have to be transported 
from seven to ter times this distance. 
Enough ore to make a ton of iron can at 
many points be mined and put inthe furnace 
at acost of between one and two doliars, 
while to bring the same amount of raw mate- 
rial from Lake Superior to the point of smelt- 
ing costs froin nine to twelve dollars.”’ 

BESSEMER STEEL GRAY IRON. 

Professor Shaler states that the Lake Superior 
region is superior to the south in this ore. Ho 
also «tates, however, that by the basic process 
excellent steel is made out ef the brown hem- 
atite oresso abundant in the southern mines, 
and that, upon the expiration of the patents 
on this process,in a few years this process 
“will be brought into general use in the 
southern states.”’ 

The editor The 
Record says: 

“Tho south will soon be able to furnish Bes- 
semer ores as rich as thoso of Lake Superior, 
at acost no greater than ordinary brown ores 
now command.”’ 

In confirmation of this statement our read- 
ers will tind samples of the gray steel ore of a 
Grorgia mine and of the Wake Superior mines 
side by side at the office of Colonel A. J. 
McBride inthis city. To an amateur they 
seem almost identical in color and the charac- 
ter of their constituents. A mining expert 
pronounces the Georgia specimens as of the 
greatest excellence. This sample was re- 
cently brought from the mine embraced in the 
tract knownas Emerson,in Bartow county, 
which is now being developed by a syndicate 
which contro!s all the capital required. 

Professor Shaler. says: ‘‘The peculiar ease 
with which the southern irons are mined is in 
good part due totheir geologic conditions,” 
which he describes. ‘In partalso their ad- 
vantageous conditions are due to the fact that 
the southern climate permits work to be car- 
ried on in open pits throughout the year. 

“The vast agricultural and mineral! resources 
of South America will soon bo demanded as 
scurces of supply of the world’s mar- 
kets. The developments of this continent 
will demand a great amount of machinery and 
tools. The geographic and the geologital con- 
ditions point to the south as the place whence 
these shall be supplied. So, too, the demands 
of Africa,as its population becomes modernized, 
will naturally be met in the earth resources of 
the southern states.’’ 

The high scientific source from which these 
statements come, the independent views of 
a scientist removed above the suspicion of bias 
er of personal interest, make them of peculiar 
value and of commanding authority. 

We commend them to the close attention of 
our readers. They are calculated to makea 
profound impression in the north, in England 
and on the continent and should have the 
widest publicity and circulation.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 18.—The money question 
is again more than ever the principal element in 
the making of prices in the stock market and the 
unexpected wiping out of the legal reserves of
